Milnes’ attendance may be seen from 
these facts: Renowned experts in all 
these lines gave papers, the predom- 
imating feature of discussion concern- 
ing changes in aeroplane construc- 
tion. An exact replica of the frame 
of the famous “Spirit of Detroit” 
was on exhibition, and warm debate 
on construction items followed many 
of the papers, f 

The contacts made by Mr. Milnes 
were invaluable. He has also re- 
tained copies of every paper given, 
having them for reference in his 
metal work here. Incidentally, he 
visited the Ford plant, seeing the 
new Ford under construction, and be- 
ing told that production of new parts 
might hold up the new car’s debut 
for some time yet. Mr. Milnes also

Cuts, Honor Points, 
And Illnesses Are 
Explained In Rules 


Number of Unexcused Cuts to 
Equal Semester Hours 
in Course 


New student regulations, recogniz- 
ing attendance and quality of work, 
which were submitted and recom- 
mended by the committee on college 
organization, approved by the presi- 
dent of Stcut Institute, and received 
favorably by the faculty, will be re- 
corded as taking effect as of the be- 
ginning of the school year 1927-28, 
and continually thereafter until modi- 
fied through approved action by the 
committee on college organization. 
These regulations will be factors that 
will hereafter play an important part 
in determining the students rating. 

Cut Regulations 

In the division of regulations, the 
number of cuts from any course shall 
be directly in proportion to the num- 
ber of semester hours credit in that 


course. The following tabulation 
summarizing the cut rules: 
5 hour course 5 cuts 
4 hour course 4 cuts 
3 hour course 3 cuts, 
ZY hour course 3 cuts 
2 hour course 2 cuts 
1 hour course 1 eut 


Only a two and one-half hour labor 
atory, shop or drawing course shall 
be allowed three cuts. This is based 
on the assumption that the tangible 
accomplishments in such courses, 
which i. required automatically, 
makes make-up work necessary after 
absence. 

No Cut Days 

The days which no-cuts are allow- 
ed will be the last school day before 
a school recess, and the first school 
day after a school recess. The pen- 
alty for each absence beyond the 
cuts allowed in a course shall be a 
three per cent reduction from the in- 
dividual’s numerical grade for ‘the 
work in the course.

Raging windstorms that speed 
from 60 to 275 miles per hour and 
for sheer force and velocity surpass 
Nature’s most destructive cyclone 
rampages are created in the automo- 
tive and airplane industries to test 
the relative cooling effect of air 
rushing through various types of 
radiators and motors, the probable 
action of airplanes in flight and other 


engineering problems of both in- 
dustries. 
Driven by powerful ventilating 


fans, similar to those used for forc- 
ing air through mines and under- 
zround tunnels, any gale or velositv 
desired may be obtained by the simple 
turn of a switch, the engineers ex- 
plained. The radiator divisions of al- 
most all the big manufacturers are 


,applying these air tests to models 


which will be brought out from one 
to three years later, it was stated. 
The rush of air through the radiator 
shells has the same effect as though 
an automobile were actually speed- 


jing from five to 75 miles per hour 


and tests are made at all creeds to 
determine any variation in results. 
The big fans also serve to carry 
away the metal dusts and shavings 
resulting from grinding, buffing and 
polishing operations, which formerly 
were an economic loss and dangerous 
to the health of workmen. 
Mechanically controlled air has 
plaved a big part in the development 
of the airplane, according to officers 
of the Army Air Service at Mc-j| 
Cook Field near Dayton, Ohio. In 
the army’s experimental laboratories 
ot this air field, a wind tunnel, 96 
feet at the throat. has been construct- 
ed and is the most highly powered 
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of large electrically driven suction 
per hour can be obtained by the use 
fans. A small model or minature of 
a proposed airplane will, when sus- 
pended in the wind stream, behave 
in a manner corresponding to that of 
a full sized airplane of th> same 
specifications in actual flight. By 
this means it is possible to predict 
from observation of the model, the 
performance and flight characteris- 
tics of the completed plane. 

The Barling Bomber, the world’s 
largest airplane, was constructed by 
the Witteman Aircraft Corporation 
of Newark, N. J., and assembled at 
Wilbur Wright field. With full miii- 
tary load and a crew of eight men it 
weighs twenty-one tons, is 27 feet 
high, 65 feet over all and is powered 
by six Liberty engimes, delivering a 
total of 2,400 horse power. On its 
initial flight its performance corres- 
ponded very accurately with aerody- 
namic predictions obtained by testing 
its model in the wind tunnel. 

The engineers point out, of course 
that the aircraft industry has its 
own peculiar problems which must 
be met vidually and by different 
methods. It has shown, for example 
that a radiator altogether efficient on 
he ground may overheat at high al- 
titudes, necessitating a change in de- 
sign. Such a small difficulty, ap- 
parently so simple to remedy, may re- 
quire the complete alteration of the 
fuselage and affect the balance of 
the airplane. The Curtiss company 
recently installed a big fan capable 
of blowing 31,000 cubic feet of air 
per minute which is being used to ap- 
proximate actual flying conditions ir 
motor tests. 

One automobile company, which is 


2 only manufacturer in the ficl¢ 
using the air-cooled motor, employs 
a motor fan with a capacity foi 


pumping 3,300 cubic feet of air pe 
ute. This fan blows cold air into 


the motor. The air expands as it is 
heated in the motor and this has 
doubled the efficiency of the  air- 


cooling method.

Shows Stout Standing 


Very few people realize that foot- 
ball is a new game to Stout Institute. 
Way back in those pre-war days in 
1909, Stout had no football team, and 
snorts were then a dead issue. Stout 
infant in the ways of athletics in 
1911, had the first football team in 


| the history of the school, that really 


was recognized as representing the 
school. They had no regular coach,

It was not until after 1912 
that Stout scheduled a seaSon entire- 
ly of normal and college teams. 
From this period until near the close 
of the world war Stout Pr. gresséd_ 
unhill very rapidly in football. ee 
Eau Claire Battles Staft 
There is no evidence in the records 
that date back to the first games, that 
state anything about Stout having 
played Eau Claire normal until 1919. 
In this first game Stout. was beaten by 
the score of 3 to 0. 1920 shows-no evi- 
dence of a game with Eau Claire on 
the schedule although the Stout team 
went through a very successful sea- 
son. The year of 1921 is a banner 
year in the history of Stout football. 
It was during this year that coach 
Miller’s men went through the sea- 
son without a defeat, taking the con- 
ference championship.

Stout Graduate Has 
New Draliting Survey 


Students Here May Obtain 
Industrial Practice Chart 


A step toward a marked advance in 
the revision of methods in  indus- 
trial schools to conform more nearly 
with latest practices in industry, has 
been published by H. D. Campbell, 


Stout degree graduate, located in the| 


Sterling Morton high school, Cicero, 
Illinois. Campbell’s survey considers 
modern drafting practices. 

That the survey is a valuable check- 
up on present day practice in indus- 
trial drafting departments may be 
concluded when it is noted that 
Campbell canvassed 250 large con- 
cerns, and from the returns selected 
the 100 which would best justify the 
survey from the points of variety of 
product and geographical distribu- 
tion. About 75 products and a range 
of 16 states are represented. 

In his report, Campbell has blue- 
printed all records of the differences 
of opinion, so that charts ilustrating 
debatable methods are liberally in- 
cluded. Differences on forty draft- 
ing practices are noted. The results 
on many of these processes show a 
preponderance of practice which 
should result in changes in many 
schools whic hdo not now conform 
with advances thus noted in these 
great industrial drafting departments. 

Prospective and present teachers 
of drafting, it is urged, will find this 
survey of vital importance as_ they 
prepare to go into, or prepare to ad- 
vance in, drafting instruction. The 
survey results may be obtained by 
writing to Campbell at the above ad- 
dress.

President Schultz 
Inspires Students

Trustees Chairman Recounts 
Experiences in Talk on 
Business Changes 
Since modern business has clean- 
ed house, advertised the truth of the 
products of business, taken the pub- 
lic into consideration, and has been 
doing its business under an honest 
policy, different men are in that pro- 
fession, men whose character and 
talented ability have made it re- 
spectable and worthy of the cause it 
stands for; was the point brought 
out by Mr. Ernest Schultz, the Presi- 
dent of the board of Trustees of 
Stout Institute, in his speech to the 
students and faculty during last 
week’s assembly. Mr. Schultz has 
been at the head of the governing 
body of this college fourteen years. 
He is also President of the State 
Board of Vocational Education and 
in his business capacity is President 
of the Northfield Furniture Company 
of Sheboygan, Wisconsin. He stated 
that if the students were to judge 
his talk by the distance he had come 
in order to deliver it, he wished that 
he had came from Menomonie Junc- 
lion. Prior to the time for his talk 
jhe learned through the S, S. A. 
President that, following his speech, 
there would be a pep assembly, so he 
decided to change the theme of his 
talk and made it somewhat lighter 

than he had at first intended. 


Early College Life 

He told of the early days of his 
college career, stating that he left 
home in the year of 1893 to attend 
his 


Cshkosh ‘Normal. It was first

long stay away from home, and the 
fact that he had to leave all the 
familiar scenes and companionships 
made it twice as hard to go. The day 
before he left for school he went to 
town with a load of hay which was 
to bring the only money that he 


could have to start school with. The 
rest of the money, he was told, 


would have to be earned by himself. 

Most of the men who went to that 
school at that time were men from 
the farms who had no more than a 
rural education. Because of this the 
school offered a junior and _ senior 
preparatory school which would put 
those students in shape for the regu- 
lar course who were deficient in the 
ability to carry on in the required 
way.

crafty type of business that he re- 
ceived the name of “trust buster,” 
Standard Oil, for example, used a 
system of freezing out that gave 
them a monopoly in the business. 
Similarly the cash register company 
bought out all the patents available 
that were at all related to the cash 
register business. In this way they 
were able to hold a monopoly on the 
cash register trade. Today, despite 
the fact that some of those busnesses 
are criticized, they are operating: on 
a most trustworthy and respectable 
basis, and are in the hands of men 
who are known for their sound busi- 
ness policies and honesty. Business 
today is built around a much quoted 
phrase of Benjamin Franklin’s 


UTTawanter Ga tha haat naliaw 
“Honesty is the best policy.” 

In modern business: when business 
is transacted both of the parties in 
the affair profit; there is no onesid- 
edness. There never has been a 
time in business before this new era 
when the public has had so much in- 
fluence over the success and failure 
that it made. The over-all parade in 
1920 was an open example of this 
idea. Hand in hand with modern 
business came the art of advertising 
that is making business better. An 
example, he said, was the tactics used 
by a certain soap company in their 
advertising campaign. Advertising 
must be truthful or the business is 
lost. This soap company, was in the 
beginning advertising their soap as a 
kind that would remove all facial 
blemishes. This, of course, was a 
false statement, and according to 
some of the prominent advertisers of
